Suppressed Editorial. 

The editorial suppressed in injunction 
yesterday was a narrative of a newsr 
paper enterprise in which Colonei Graves 
was involved many years ago in Jack- 
sonville, Fla. It was alleged in the p-- 
tition for injunetion that the publication 
would create undue prejudice In favor 
of the writer, and would operate in the 
injury of The Atlanta News. 

The petition was presented by John Ts. 
Hopkins & Sons and Westmoreland 
Brothers. and .the hearing on the tem- 
porary injunction was’ set for February 
32. the date fixed for the heaping of The 
News’ Gase in its entirety. | 

The editorial involved stated that in 
the year 1884, two young newspaper 
‘men in Jacksonville, who had been “sold 
out to a northern schemer,’’ started up 
gn afternoon newspaper on $600 bor- 
rowed money and the friendship and 
cooperation of a printing firm. 

The purpose of this paper the edi- 
torial said, was to fight for the people. 
Success crowned it from the beginning. 
In six months it had doubled its circu- 
lation and the number of its columns, 
according to the editorial, amd was be- 
ginning to be feared by the railroads. 

Tt finally succumbed, however, the edi- 
torial stated, to a combination of cir- 
cumstances brought about by “the vast 
railroad interests of ‘Henry M. Flagler.” 

Other’s Name Withheld. 

One of the papers founders is dead, 
but the other, whose tiame is with- 
held for ‘“‘personal and legal reasons’ 1s 
spoken of as follows: 

“The other came back to his native 
Georgia with purpose unchanged and 
with the motives of his life unaltered by 
thé sad and tragic disappointment of these 
earlier days. Whatever his faults—and 
they are many—whatever his errors—and 
they have not been few—he has kept un- 
broken the purpose and desire, some- 
where and sometime, to build in Georgia 
a journalistic influence that would paral- 


lel and repeat the achievment of the; 


Florida Daily Herald.” 

The editorial concluded tn the follow- 
ing language: 

“He is asking himself with sorrow 
equally keen at his heart if the history 
of suppression and annihilation is to 
repeat iteslf in these maturer and more 
serious days, and if once more the de- 
epotism of the dollar is to throttle a 
tribune of right, whose purpose was 
single, and whose heart, before God, 
was pure toward the. people and the 
state.”’ 

A printed proof of the editorial was 
appended to the petition for injunction 
as an .exhibit. 

The attorneys involve@ in the News 
case met before Judge Pendleton yes- 
terday morning and after some discus- 
sion from them the court set the whole 
case for a hearing before him on F'eb- 


ruary 1/2. 


Colonel Graves’ Statement. 
Colonel Graves had not been served 


with the restraining order, and had not 
even heard of it when he was called up 
by telephone at his suburban home last 
evening. He said: 

“I am greatly astonished at the infor- 
mation you convey. I have nbdt. seen 
the order, and do not know upon what 
allegations it was based. I am not con- 
Scious of havtng done anything to vio- 
jiate the terms of the injunction which 
was laid upon ‘me. 

“In the editorial 
this afternoon I had no idea that I was 
evading the limits of the injunction, which 
I construed to ‘enjoin me only from 
taking sides in the gubernatorial con- 
test and from printing anything in ad- 
vocacy of my cantliidacy for the senate. 

“My editorial upon the joys of neutra- 
lity, published this afternoon, did not 
have in it the remotest intention to ex- 
press the slightest criticism or disrespect 
to the injunction made by Judge Pendle- 
ton, for whom I have always entertained 
the highest personal and professional re- 
spect. 

‘The -whoke purpose of:.the editorial 
Was” to’ iniect a )ittle pleasantry and 
good humor into a situation already too 
Strained and@ tense. It had no ‘other mo- 
tive than to lighten the situation with a 
littl, thoroughly respectful humor; and 
I arm sune from ‘the comments I have 
héeard“upon the streets that it has made 
exactly that impression upon the minds 
of the people.

State officials, including several gover-

Commissioner Drake’s Views. 

“The exposure of some of the methods 
of some of the life insurance companies 
by the committee of the legislature of 
the state of New York, which has so 
clearly demonstrated the necessity for 
better insurance laws throughout the 
country, was the. principal reason for 
calling together the governors, attorneys 
general, insurance commissioners and 
others of so many states and territories. 
The meeting, however, is the direct re- 
sult of correspondence begun last Novem- 
ber by Governor Johnson, of Minnesota, 
with the president of the United States. 

“Tr was felt that in the general pre- 
vailing excitement and deep feeling 
amongst policy holders and the public in 
general there was great danger that the 
various legislatures about . to convene 
‘might adopt drastic measures which

The statement of Manager Darwin 
G. Jones, of the Atlanta Clearing 
House Association, just issued, is 
Such as to inspire the enthusiasm of 
every resident of this city, while com- 
pelling the attention of the south and 
the nation to the phenomenal expan 
Sion and prosperity of the capital of 
Georgia. 

Manager Jones shows that the 
clearings for January of this year 
have exceeded by $7,133,041.45 sim- 
ilar figures for the first month of 
1905. The steady and ascending in- 
Crease continued until the very last 
day of the month just expired, when 
the clearings were $137,621.80 greater 
than those of the corresponding day 
of last January. 

The most significant feature in 
connection with this astonishing 
showing is the fact that the increase 
arises from no extraordinary or tem. 
porary development, but from the 
natural and stable evolution of our 
financial resources. “When I ascer- 
tained the figures for the month,” 
Manager Jones said, “I endeavored to 
learn whether there had been any- 
thing unusual going on in Atlanta. I 
find that there has not!been. The in- 
crease for the month, therefore, is 
merely the natural increase in the 
business of the city, and it indicates 
a degree of prosperity that is entirely 
gratifying.” 

The unremitting advance of the 
figures shown in local clearing house 
statements, climaxed by the unusua' 
showing of the first month in the 
New Year, has more than local im- 
portance. It is a manifestation of 
the live and wholesome condition not 
only of the commercial territory of 
which Atlanta is the legitimate cen- 
ter, but of the entire south as well.

Out of their 
plenty and prosperity they can afford 
to contribute generously to a project 
large with vital meaning for the city 
and the section; and it cannot be 
doubted that they will do so.

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Party Politics in Russia. 
Comparative quiet seems to pre-| 
vail in Russia, so far as armed re- 
sistance to the government is con- 
cerned, although the political excite. 
ment incident to the approaching 
elections is intense. The douma cam- 
paign is on in earnest and the czar 
seems to be acting in good faith as 
regards his previous pledges to give 
the Russian people a share in the 
government of the empire. The 
real measure of political liberty and 
local self-government possible under 
the czar’s so-called constitutional 
programme is very slight, however. 
The government will easily control 
the legislative action of the douma, 
owing to the nature of its organiza- 
tion and the ignorance and apathy of 
the great mass of the Russian peo 
ple. 

Russia is badly split up into par- 
ties and factions, another fact that 
insures the balance of power remain- 
ing in the hands of the loyalists, and 
which contributed in no small degree 
to the failure of the incipient revo- 
lution of a few weeks ago. The rev- 
olutionaries cannot “get together” on 
any common ground, and until they 
do, genuine constitutional liberty is 
still. a doctrinaire’s dream in the 
great Slay dominion. 

The four principal parties which 
will contend for popular support in 
the elections are the- constitutional 
monarchist party, which may be said 
to be analogous with the conserva- 
tive or tory party in England, being 
ultra-loyalist in its fealty to the 
throne. The constitutional monarch. 
ists, who include nearly all of those 
close to the autocracy, including 
Count Witte himself, are also an alli- 
ance of the moderates, including the | 
law and order party and six lesser 
factions. The constitutional demo- 
cratic party more nearly corresponds 
with the liberal party in England, 
and while ostensibly engaged in the 
task of democratizing the monarchy, 
it really harbors dreams of a future 
Slavic republic. The social demo- 
crats and the social revolutionists 
who compose the other two principal 
political parties, are at bottom social- 
istic and anarchical, pronouncedly 
opposed to the national assembly and 
in favor of an armed revolt at the 
first favorable moment. Neverthe- 
less, the latter are intent, on getting 
a strong representation in the new 
national assembly, believing that they 
will be able to give the autocracy 
no end of trouble in that quarter. 


Although the immediate gains will 
be small, still it is much that the 
ezar has been for@eed to grant the con- 
cession involved in the election of a 
douma. 
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with political contributions by corpora- 
tions, and third, providing for an inquest 
as to political expenses. It is Mr. Bel- 
mont’'s ambition to be of service to the 
nation as wel] as to the state in this 
vital reform. He believes, as Clark How- 
ell, of The Atlanta Constitution wrote to 
him, that this is a matter “with which 
not only congress, but every state indi- 
vidually, should deal,”” and Mr. Belmont 
has secured as members of his national 
publicity bill organization such men as 
Folk of Missouri, Judge Gray of Dela- 
ware, Governor Cumming of Jowa, Judge 
Grosscup of Chicago and Joshiah Quincy 
Of Boston. 

The Post-Standard says the pro- 
posed legislation results directly from 
the Hughes investigation which 
brought out in so surprising a way 
the calm air of dignified innocence 
with which such insurance managers 
as McCall had flung thousands upon 
thousands of the dollars of the policy- 
holders into the treasuries of political 
committees. Voicing the detetrmina- 
tion of the people of New York state 
to abate this great evil by legisla- 
tion, our Syracuse contemporary 
says: 

“Our great corporations, these new cre- 
ations of modern commercial anl indus- 
trial progress, so recent in their origin 
that the country has had no time to de- 
vise laws to govern them; these institu- 
tions which may be organized in one 
state for the purpose of evading the laws 
of another, which control such vast 
amounts of the savings of Americans 
ang too often treat with royal neglect 
the rules of conservatism and the inter- 
ests of the public, these great corpora- 
tions which, as Jeremy Bentham said, 
have nefther ears to be cuffed, bodies to 
be kicked nor souls to be dammed, must 
not usurp the powers of ths people at 
election time, nor corrupt the course of 
legislation after election is over. 

This is a righteous determination 
and the reformative legislation pro- 
posed would prove most salutary if 
rigidly enforced. Legislation of this 
character should be enacted by the 
legislatures of every state in the 
union, and in addition congress 
Should enact a similar law covering 
all federal elections. A penal pen- 
alty should go with the law, for a 
mere fine would not be apt to serve 
the ends of justice. 

The scandal of the presidential cam’ 
paign of 1904 should never be permit- 
ted to be repeated. And no more 
should similar scandals on a smaller 
scale be permitted to shame any 
State of this union in the conduct of 
its local elections.

Populist Division—Whither Are We 


Heading? 


(From The (Macon Telegraph:) 

All does not seem to be going well with 
our Populist brethren. Mr. Watson has 
gained favor witn certain democrats, but 
he has lost his right bower, McGregor, 
and his left bower, Sibley. The former 
announces that he is back in his “father’s 
house” and is not particularly anxious 
about the support of the “Laird of Moun- 
tain Top.’ The latter evidently feels 
that he has been sacrificed on the altar 
gf expediency by the said “Laird,”” and 
he cries out that Watson has “‘a nigger 
in the woodpile.’’ 


Judge J. B. Page, for eight years the 
Populist ordinary of Johnson county, is 
opposed to the Watson programme, and 
he declares that the pops in his county 
are not going to follow Watson. The 
Augusta. Tribune, the only Simon-pure, 
blown-in-the-bottle gopuiist daily in the 
south, is very weary with the condition 
of affairs produced by Watson's alliance 
with a democratic faction, and it cries 
Out in very anguish: “Let Hoke Smith 
go to Halifax. In the white 
which will in all probability be ordered, 
let some good populist enter the race as 
a candidate (for governor) and let every 
man apposed to ring rule vote for him 
- « - and prevent the calamity which is 
threatened by populists Supporting either 
of the moss back candidates.’’ 

The Telegraph is informed that in south 
Georgia—where the populists have prac- 
tically all returned to the democratic 
fold—the former leaders among them as 
a rule are divided in thier Support be- 
tween Estill and Howell. Very few 


among them in that section voted for 
Tom Watson in 1904, 


Watson’s Following Exagerated. 


It is a mistake to suppose that -there 
ever were 80,000 white populists in Geor- 
gia. It is true that the populist ticket 
at one time received that many votes in 
a state election; but it is aisg true that 
they polled a great many negro votes 
that year. The writer of these lines 
Saw scores of them brought in wagons 
from the farms to one voting place and 
voted solidly for the populist ticket. Re- 
publican leaders advised the negroes to 
vote the populist ticket, and Mr. Watson 
went over the state appealing to them 
and telling them that they had an op- 
portunity to defeat their old enemies, the 
democrats. (But if there were ever as 
many as 70,000 white populists in Geor- 
gia Watson has lost his power over 47,- 
0UO of them, as was shown by his failure 
to whip them into Hine to vote for him- 
self in 1904—he havimg received only. 23,- 
000 votes after a thorough canvass of the 
state in which hé made passionate ap- 
peals to them: “Up, up, comrades, and 
follow me!” At the polls there were 
only 23,000 thumbs ‘up,’ and now the 
leaders. among this remnant are falling 
away, a3 may be cited In the cases of 
McGregor, Sibley, Page and others. 
But Watson wants to “put the museum 
on its legs again,’’ and he is playing a 
bold, desperate game with intent upon 
the democratic organization in the hope 
that history may repeat itself in another 
Norwood-Colquitt split up, wherein would 
be his opportunity. He has got to have 
an infusiqn of new blood {nto the recal- 
citrant ranks, and no one knows it bet- 
ter than Watson. He would gladly ex- 
change The Augusta Tribune for The 
Atlanta Journal as his newspaper ex- 
ponent, and he Would swap McGregor 
and Sibley off for some prominent Geor- 
gia democrats that he could name. The 
populistic principle of Anti-Ebverything is 
very adjustable, and fits like a T to any 
passionate appeal to prejudice whether 
against class, race or bad weather. When 
the Atianta papers began their crusade 
in the summer and early fall of 1|1904 for 
railroad rates discriminating in favor of 
Atlanta it soon broa@ened into a generai 
anti-corporation propaganda (with at 
least one of them), and as soon as the

GEORGIA’S SUNDAY LAW 
IN U.S. SUPREME COURT 


hd 


TTORNEY General John G. Hart 
A will go to Washington the latter 

part of this month for the pur- 
pose of arguing before the supreme court 
of the United States an interesting 
question involving the Sunday laws in 


Georgia. 

It will be recalled that something nfore 
than a year ago Superintendént’ ot 
Trains J. N. Seale, of the Southern Rail- 
way company, was tried and convicted 
in Habersham superior court .on. the 
charge of running freight trains on Sun- 
day in violation of the state law and 
was fined $1,000. A new trial was refused 
and the state court was sustained by 
the supreme court of Georgie. 

The Southern Railway in behalf of its 
superintendent of trains appealed from 
the state supreme court to the United 
States supreme court, on the ground that 
the Georgia law prohibiting the ‘run- 
ning of freight trains on Sunday is un- 
constitutional in that it interferes with 
insterstate commerce, and no legislative 
body except the congress of the United 
States Is given power to regulate inter- 
state commerce. 

Attorney General Hart will contend 
against this position that the Georgia 
law prohibiting the running of freight 
trains on Sumday is not an act to regu- 
late commerce in any sense, but an act 
which the state has the right to en- 
force under its general police powers 
in which it is protected by the consti- 
tution of the United States. It is held 
that the state has the right to enact 
such laws for the protection of the mor- 
als, the wealth and the general welfare 
of the community, and even though a po- 
lice regulation may sometimes incident- 
ally affect interstate commerce, it cannot 
be held that such a law has for its 
purpose the regulation of such commerce 
interference, with it. The decision 
in this case will involve the validity 
of a law which the majority of Geor- 
gia’s people have always strongly sup- 
ported, and it will be awaited with no 
gmall interest. 

At the same time he goes to Wash- 
ington for this purpose Attormey Gene- 
ral Hart will file hie motion for the ad- 
vyancement of the hearing in the case

“I, Number of bales ginned to date 
from growth of 1908? 

“Average weight per bale, including 
bagging and ties? 

“Estimated number of bales yet to 
be ginned from growth of 1905 by your 
establishment”’ 

“His card to ginners also states the fol- 
lowing: 


“This report must include all cotton 
ginned this season from 1905 up to Jan- 
uary 16, 1906, and the estimated quanti- 
ty to be ginned on and after that date.’ 

“His card further provides, ‘in -cases 
where there remains cotton to be ginned 
after the date of your canvass, you will 
secure from the ginner a carefully pre- 
pared estimate of this quantity for the 
blank provided on the card for this in- 
formation.’ 

“Why these continuous instructions for 
specific, carefully prepareq estimates of 
the balance of the cotton remaining to be 
ginned, if the census department only 
wanted to know what gins to canvass in 
the March report? 


The Unginned Cotton. 

“On October 16, 1905, I wired Mr, Uorth 
the following: 

“If possible, notify your agents to get 
from ginners estimate on balance of crop 
unginned,’ 

“To this telegram on the same date Mr. 
North wired me, in part, as follows: 

"The census law requires us to coun: 
the crop, not estimate it. All crop estj- 
mates are the exclusive functions of the 
department of agriculture.’ 

‘Three months later we find the director 
actively engaged in gathering ‘carefully 
prepared estimates on the balance of the 
crop to be ginned’ from each individual 
r.ner in the south. This estimate was 
known in the office of the census bureau 
on January 23. when the figures on the 
amount of cotton ginned up to that date 
were given out. Theodore Price issued 
a circular immediately following the pub- 
lication of the census figures of 9,998,111 
bales as ginned, to the effect that 700,000 
bales were still unginned. Mr. North had 
‘carefully prepared’ estimates from ever¥ 
ginner in the south showing the precent- 
age of cotton remaining to be ginned, 
and had this been given out promptly 
to the public. with proper statements, 
the heavy depression in the market, based 
largely upon Theodore Price’s juggied es- 
timate, would have been avoided. If Mr. 
North is working in the interest of south. 
ern cotton growers, he ought to give them 
the full benefit of all valuable informa- 
tion gathered through his department. 


As to Average Weight. 

“Mr. North also asked the ginners for 
the average weight of bales, and not the 
weight of eacn baie. The compilation of 
these estimates from the ginners coul& 
therefore, have been completed and given 
out as quickly as the amounts reported 
as ginned, and the full reports on all 
questions asked the ginners on January 
16 given to the public at the same time. 
As it is, we are forced to the expedient 
of calling upon congress to require a dis- 
closure of public information of vital 
importance, which has been lying con- 
cealed in the office of the census director 
since January 23. This is the only in- 
Stance in which I have ever criticized Di- 
rector North. I have for the past five 
years given him and his department all 
of the assistance in my power, as is well 
known to Mr. North, in securing full and 
complete reports from the ginners. He 
has in this instance placeq his official 
acts open to Severe criticism, and in the 
defense of the farmers and business in- 
terests of the south, I shall continue to 
exercise my rights to critilige the acts 
and doings of any public official when 1 
feel that circumstances warrant it.”

Claim It Is Too Drastic. 

Some republican senators who hav2 
been most active in the rate reguiac:on 
crusade, are reported to be inclined 
against the Hepbutn bill, as amended to 
secure democratic votes, on the ground 
that it is more extreme than anything 
they have been demanding, and upon 
these men are pinned the hopes of those 
who are seeking to protect the roads 
by giving the courts the power, to review 
the commission's acts, 

As the senate situation is tonight, those 
who have been strongest in their opposi- 
tion to the president’s plans are willing 
to take anything if they can but secure, 
in some shape or other, this right of 
review. But they are exceedingly blue 
over the prospects.
